Charge laid 
in murder of 
sex worker 

O Nadine Taylor reported missing three months ago © 
Steven Laffin in court today on second-degree murder 
charge © Police asking for public’s help in finding body 

Halifax police say they worked meticu¬ 
lously to build a case against Steven Elliot 
Laffin before laying a second-degree mur¬ 
der charge against him yesterday over the 
disappearance of Nadine Taylor. 

Taylor, a 29-year-old Halifax prostitute, 
was reported missing July 31 and in Sep¬ 
tember police announced they were treat¬ 
ing the case as a homicide, though her 
body was never found. 

Police searched Laffin’s home on Wey- 
burn Drive in relation to the case in late 
August. 

Laffin, 36, has been at the Central Nova 
Correctional Facility in Burnside since 
mid-August to face charges of kidnap¬ 
ping, forcible confinement and aggravat¬ 
ed sexual assault in relation to an 
incident with a different woman on Old 
Sambro Road. He was also charged with 
attacking a sex worker in 2009, but that 
case was dropped. 

“Laffin was identified as a suspect in 
this matter as a result of the charges he 
currently faces,” said Deputy Chief Chris 
McNeil of Halifax Regional Police. 

Taylor was a sex worker, though police 
haven’t said if she was working the night 
she went missing. Her fiance said Taylor 
went to make a phone call and never re¬ 



turned to her Fairview home. 


“This has been a complicated investiga¬ 
tion,” McNeil said. “We’ve been taking 
our time putting it together because 
we’ve had the advantage that our primaiy 
suspect has been in custody and there 
was no further risk to the public from 
him.” 

He said the court case would be based 
on witness testimony and physical evi¬ 
dence. “Nadine’s body has yet to be locat¬ 
ed and we have reason to believe that we 
will not be able to locate her remains,” 
McNeil said, declining to elaborate.

Halifax police worked 
closely with Stepping 
Stone while investigating 
the disappearance of Na¬ 
dine Taylor, but continue 
to enforce laws the sex 
workers’ outreach organi¬ 
zation says make women 
like Taylor vulnerable. 

“The prostitution laws 
in Canada remain on the 
books and they remain en¬ 
forceable laws,” Deputy 
Chief Chris McNeil of Hali¬ 
fax Regional Police told re¬ 
porters yesterday after 
announcing Steven Elliot 
Laffin was charged with 


murdering Taylor. 

“Prostitution creates a 
significant harm to the 
people who are involved in 
it and has adverse impacts 
on the community. We 
support the legislation as 
it currently is.” 

Ontario’s Supreme 
Court struck down those 
laws in September. 

That case is expected to 
make its way to the 
Supreme Court of Canada. 

Rene Ross, executive di¬ 
rector of Stepping Stone, 
praised Halifax police for 
the “diligent” Taylor inves¬ 
tigation. 

“The murder of a sex 
worker is the murder of a 
human being — a daugh-

ter, a sister, a friend,” she 
said. 

“Sex workers continue 
to report to me that vio¬ 
lence is an issue.” 

Stepping Stone supports 
the decriminalization of 


sex work, arguing it would 
improve the health and 
safety of women like Tay¬ 
lor and better their rela¬ 
tionships with police. 

It says many sex work¬ 
ers who have been assault¬ 
ed don’t report it to police 
because they fear police 
will then target them for 
the criminalized work. 

“It’s also about remov¬ 
ing the stigma,” she said. 

“(The stigma) has creat¬ 
ed what some call a socie¬ 
ty where the women are 
seen as disposable and no¬ 
body cares about them. 
Organizations like Step¬ 
ping Stone do care, as do 
their families and 
friends.”

Export forecast predicts 
small drop, then rebound 


Nova Scotia exports will be 
on a bit of a roller-coaster 
ride over the next two 
years, a new economic 
forecast suggests. 

Export Development 
Canada said yesterday 
shipments are expected to 
drop by one per cent this 
year and rebound by 10 
per cent in 2011 after a 24 
per cent decline in 2009 
caused by the global reces¬ 
sion. 

“Nova Scotia exports 
saw a mixed performance 
this year,” Peter Hall, the 
EDC’s chief economist, 
said in a release. 

“Low natural gas prices 
and production and supply 
side issues in the fishing 
industry dragged down 
overall growth. Mean¬ 
while, exports of tires and 
forestry-related products 
will likely rack up double¬ 
digit gains in 2010.” 

Although prices of fish

and shellfish have re¬ 
bounded modestly, a low-

Hall predicts an overall 
bounce back in the 
province’s exports next 
year thanks to regained 
strength in the energy sec¬ 
tor, fuelled by stronger 
prices and added produc¬ 
tion capacity.

Man says he owes 
life to slain friend 


O N.S. victim one of two killed in shooting spree © A 13-year-old girl was 
wounded © Winnipeg police vow to do what’s necessary to solve case 


The roommate of a Sydney 
native murdered in Win¬ 
nipeg on Saturday is cred¬ 
iting his friend with saving 
his life. 

At about 9:15 p.m. Sat¬ 
urday, there was a knock 
at the door of the home on 
Boyd Avenue, in Win¬ 
nipeg’s north end, that Ian 
Layton MacDonald, 52, 
shared with Charlie Thor- 
grimson. 

In a phone interview 
Tuesday, Thorgrimson said 


MacDonald went to the 
door and opened it. 

“Then I heard a scuffle, 
he hollered for me, then I 
heard the two shots, and 
by the time I got to the 
door he was slumping into 
the door and sliding down, 
even holding the door 
shut,” Thorgrimson said. “I 
think he kept whoever it 
was from getting in, he 
must have seen the gun or 
knew something that I did¬ 
n’t know.” 


It was the third shoot¬ 
ing in a 50-minute span in 
the neighbourhood Satur¬ 
day. Police have said al¬ 
though MacDonald 

managed to shut the door, 
the assailant fired two 
shots through the glass, 
hitting him in the chest. 

MacDonald had been 
living in Winnipeg for 
about eight years, where 
he cared for Thorgrimson, 
who he viewed almost as 
an uncle figure. Earlier, af-

Think twice before logging 
into Facebook with free 
WiFi access — unless you 
don’t mind snoopers read¬ 
ing and potentially alter¬ 
ing your profile. 

A software developer is

Syncrude 
bosssays 
he’s upset 
over bird 
deaths 


1,600 

Syncrude has been in 
the public eye for two 
years over a protract¬ 
ed court battle in 
Alberta after it was 
charged for not 
preventing 1,600 
ducks from landing 
and dying on one of 
its tailings ponds in 
2008 . Syncrude was 
found guilty last 
spring and on Friday 
agreed to pay $3 mil¬ 
lion in penalties. 


The head of Syncrude 
Canada says he’s personal¬ 
ly upset over the latest in¬ 
cident involving dead birds 
on a company tailings 
pond in Alberta. 

But Scott Sullivan said 
his staff did the best they 
could to prevent the 350 
deaths on Monday night 
and that all deterrence de¬ 
vices — flare guns, air 
horns and noise cannons 
— were working. 

That, he told reporters 
yesterday, is what makes 
the deaths even more of a 
head scratcher. 

The waterfowl had to be 
killed after they landed on 
Syncrude’s Mildred Lake 
tailings pond. A handful of 
other birds died on nearby 
Shell and Suncor tailings 
ponds as well. 

“(I’m) very upset, very 
concerned. We have 5,500 
employees and many con¬ 
tractors who are very 


proud to work at Syn¬ 
crude, and obviously we’re 
all very sorry that this 
event has occurred, and 
we’re determined to find 
out what we can do going 
forward.” 

Sullivan says Syncrude 
has ramped up research in 
deterrence technology sin¬ 
ce the 2008 case and will 
work to more fully under¬ 
stand bird migratory pat¬ 
terns, specifically through 
a $ 1.3-million study it is 
funding through the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta. The 
money was part of a sen¬ 
tencing deal in a similar 
case in 2008 that closed 
Friday, the Canadian press

When people hear I 
perform live comedy, they 
often say, “I could never do 
that. What if I bombed?” 

llow me to offer a recent 
report from the front 
lines. I’m still removing 
the shrapnel. 

I bombed this week. Badly. 
We’re talking Hiroshima, 
Nagasaki, and Mike Myers’ The 
Love Guru combined. This meas¬ 
ured on seismographs. Picture 
Sylvester Stallone running 
toward the camera in slow 
motion with a fiery ball of 
unfunny expanding behind him. 

Bombing is often called dying, 
but it’s worse than death. 

In fact, a doctor once told me 
that I might die while I was in 
hospital. I faced that possibility 
with quiet thoughtfulness. 


But when I died on stage my 
response was something akin to 
a kid who drops his ice cream 
cone combined with those Pales¬ 
tinian women you 
see mourning on 
television. 

I’ve failed before 
during my seven 
years of 

performing. But it 
was usually with 
other performers 
and maybe lasted 
10 minutes. 

But this time I 
was the sole 
performer and I 
was performing 
for, give or take, all eternity. 

My job was to entertain 
people during a fitness class 
while they were on the floor do¬ 
ing their sculpting exercises. I 
pretended to be The Before Guy 


from TV commercial fame. 

This earned me vaguely sad 
stares — the sort of looks I 
expect to get 50 years from now 
when people are 
saying, “They did a 
good job with the 
corpse.” 

After this 30- 
minute ordeal, the 
positive voices in 
my head tried to 
cheer me up: This 
schticlc has 
worked elsewhere, 
a half-hour is a 
long time for solo 
improv, etc. But it 
was a scattered 
message, like the Liberal party’s. 

The negative voice in my head 
had the message discipline of 
Stephen Harper: “You suck,” it 
said, over and over. 

When jokes bomb on 


television there’s often the 
sound of crickets, but man, I’d 
have killed for a cricket. I’d have 
chatted it up, asked where it was 
from, what it did for a living. 

I would also have welcomed a 
tumbleweed. I could have left on 
it. 

As to the question, “What 
would I do if I bombed?” You feel 
bad, like you were dumped from 
a minor relationship, or you lost 
a hockey game in overtime. 

And then you get over it. 

If you never leave the trench 
because you’re afraid of bombs, 
you’ll never win the war. Am I 
right? 

Who’s with me? 

(Sound of crickets.)

Clampdown useless: EU

European air officials 
accused the United States 
of imposing useless and 
overly intrusive travel 
security measures, calling 
yesterday for the Obama 
administration to re-exam¬ 
ine policies ranging from 
online security checks to X- 
raying shoes. 

British Airways’ 
chairman made the first in 
a wave of complaints, say¬ 
ing in a speech to airport 
operators that removing 
shoes and taking laptops 
out of bags were 
“completely redundant” 
measures demanded by 
the U.S. He was joined less 
than 24 hours later by 
British pilots, the owner of 
Heathrow airport, other 
European airlines, and the 
European Union. The EU 


submitted formal 
objections to a program 
that requires U.S.-bound 
travellers from 35 nations 
to complete online security 
clearance before 
departure. It called the sys¬ 
tem burdensome and said 
it could violate travellers’ 
privacy. The EU said the 
U.S. Electronic System for 
Travel Authorization 
would process some 13 


million registrations from 
Europeans in 2009 alone. 
The program applies to Eu¬ 
ropeans who don’t need 
visas to travel to the U.S. 

The EU said it was 
“inconsistent with the of¬ 
ten repeated commitment 
by the U.S. to facilitate 
trans-Atlantic mobility and 
legitimate travel and trade 
in a secure environment.”

Springer’s theatre of the 
absurd is like video wallpa¬ 
per now, as he celebrated 
his 20th season on the air 
thias week with an episode 
filmed in New York’s 
Times Square that plays 
back some of the memo¬ 
rable wig-pulling, chin¬ 
smacking and 

turkey-tossing moments of 
the past. 

Springer’s show doesn’t 
get high ratings, not like 
in the early 1990s when he 
briefly challenged The 
Oprah Winfrey Show for 
supremacy. 

Springer infrequently 
stands on his show’s stage, 
usually prowling with a 
microphone among audi¬ 
ence members and acting 
like a ringmaster for 
themed programs such as 


Wives Battle Mistresses, 
Midget Holiday Hell and 
Guess What? I’m a Man! 
Transsexuals revealing 
their secret to dating part¬ 
ners. 

Former U.S. Education 
Secretary William Bennett 
called talk show hosts like 
Springer “perpetrators of 
cultural rot,” in a 1995

news conference aimed at 
cleaning up daytime TV 
where he was joined by 
U.S. Sen. Joseph Lieber- 
man, I-Conn. 

Now Springer films his 
episodes in a production 
facility in Lieberman’s 
hometown of Stamford, 
Conn. 

Politicians have largely 
moved on from Springer. 
(Representatives for Ben¬ 
nett and Lieberman did 
not immediately return 
calls for comment.) 

Many of the stations that 
air Springer pair his show 
with others hosted by 
Steve Willcos, a former 
Springer security guard, 
and the colorful Maury 
Povich, he said. 

Springer, a former may¬ 
or of Cincinnati, was a lo¬ 


cal news anchor in the 
same city when his sta¬ 
tion’s parent company as¬ 
signed him to host a new 
talk show. The first 
episode aired in Septem¬ 
ber 1991. 

At first, it was conven¬ 
tional, chasing after the 
same audience of middle- 
aged women that Oprah 
Winfrey owned. Springer 
said he made his only sub¬ 
stantive decision on the 
show’s future: go young. 

“We decided to have 
young people on the stage, 
young people in the audi¬ 
ence and young subject 
matter,” he said. “Well, 
young people are much 
more open about their 
lives. They’re much wilder, 
and that’s when the show 
started to go crazy.” 


For the first fight — an 
audience member rushing 
the stage to confront a Ku 
Klux Klan member — 
Springer didn’t even have 
security guards. He wor¬ 
ried the show would be in 
trouble. It wasn’t. 

When the show’s rights 
were first bought out, 
“they said from now on 
we’re only allowed to do 
crazy,” Springer said. 

“The culture of televi¬ 
sion changed,” he said. 
“The world didn’t change. 
There’s nothing that’s ever 
been on any of our shows 
that a grownup didn’t 
know existed. There’s 
nothing shocking in the 
show. What was shocking 
was that we had never 
seen it on television be¬ 
fore.” THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

Recipe: Elegant pork tenderloin 


Preparation: 

I Cut tenderloin almost 
through lengthwise; 
open like a book. Place 
plastic wrap on top and 
under tenderloin; 
pound with rolling pin 
to flatten to even thick¬ 
ness. Set aside. 

2 In a medium saucepan 
or skillet, cook bacon 
and onion over 
medium-high heat until 
tender and browned. 
Stir in breadcrumbs, ap¬ 
ple, walnuts, 
cranberries and sage. 
Moisten slightly with up 


to 50 ml (1/4 cup) broth 
until mixture holds to¬ 
gether when pressed. 
Season with salt, pep¬ 
per and more sage to 
taste. 

Place tenderloin, 
smooth side down, on 
work surface. Press fill¬ 
ing along length of cen¬ 
tre third; roll meat 
around filling to 
enclose completely. Tie 
with string at 4-cm (1 
1/2-inch) intervals. (Can 
be wrapped in plastic 
wrap and refrigerated 
overnight at this point.) 



Place, seam-side-down, 
in lightly greased baking 
dish. Brush with oil. 



Sprinkle with pepper to 
taste. Roast in a 180 C 
(350 F) oven for 45 min¬ 
utes until meat 
thermometer inserted in 
centre registers 71C (160 
F) or until juices run clear 
when pork is pierced and 
just a hint of pink 
remains inside.

O Bedford has always been tied to Halifax. Now a bedroom 
community, it once guarded the approach to the city 


When Edward Cornwallis 
landed in Halifax in June 
1749, he sought to build 
fortifications to make the 
city as secure as possible. 
One of those fortifications 
was Fort Sackville. 

“It was a post in the 


backside of Halifax to 
watch the activities of the 
natives and the French,” 
says Tony Edwards, the au¬ 
thor of the book Historic 
Bedford. 

The Fort was built above 
the mouth of what came

to be known as the 
Sackville River and was at 
the head of the Bedford 
Basin. 

“The Sackville River was 
a major route to the interi¬ 
or of Nova Scotia,” ex¬ 
plains Edwards. 

In the April 1856 edition 
of The Nova Scotian, was 
the first reported use of 
the name Bedford, says Ed¬ 
wards. 

This was also a time of 
growth for Bedford. 

“It was a busy spot, very 


industrial,” says Edwards. 

With access to natural 
streams, the Sackville Riv¬ 
er and what is now known 
as the Paper Mill Run, it 
was possible to generate 
power for mill operations 
such as lumber, grist and 
paper. Shipbuilding was 
also important to the com¬ 
munity. 

During the Second 
World War, Edwards says 
Bedford started to become 
the bedroom community 
it is today.
